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> |A Farmer on Reciprocity 


The Editor, The News, Red Deer. 


Dear Sir,—Would you kindly permit 
sae through your columns to suggest 
the forthcoming elections 
every voter, farmers in particular, 
should see that they go into this 
matter of reciprocity with a clear 
view of what it meang to them 
individaally and also to the Dominion 
in general. 

So much has been discussed for 
and against it in the various editor- 
ials of the leading party papers, that 
an unbiased: view is hard to get, but 
at least one thing is clear—it will 
either help or injure our fair country 
of Canada, and the query is, which 
will it do. 

The farmers have been told, by 
those ta whose interest it is to have 
the farmers think as they do, ,that 
the reciprocity pact is going to help 
them most wonderfully in se¢uring 
for 'them a large market with higher 
prices for their grain, and a_ great 
reduction in the nett price to them 
of the farm machinery. 

A careful study of the schedule does 
not show me any great gain to the 
farmers re. the machinery duty. It 
amounts to a reduction upon general 
farm implements of 24 per cent. to 
5 per cent.; this would work out to 
about $3.0 ‘on binders and $1.50 to 
$2.25 on ploughs, and hay rakes 
about 50c to 60c. Not a very great 
gain I think, but every little helps 
we are told. As regards the wheat 
duty, if I am correct, and I believe 
I am, the United States put their 
duty on 25c per bushel on wheat, 
and in order to take it off, demanded 
and received compensation in the 
way of having Canada take of cer- 
tain duties from manufactured articl- 
es, which their manufacturers are 
capable of putting on the market 
here cheaper than our factories can 
place them. 

Ii the United States wanted our 
wheat so badly, way did they not. 
tako off the duty long ago? The 
reason is that it did not suit them 
to do so. 

I believe sincerely that free trade 
in some things would be alright, but 
on such a large scale as has been 
drawn up by the present government 
it would be most injurious to the 
country. 

If free trade is extended as_ pro- 
posed, what will be the effects to the 
Ontario and B. C. fruit grower, to 
the hundreds of little manufacturing 
interests that are helping our Wes- 
tern towns to spring to the front. 

Is it possible that people canno: 
see the harm of free trade between a 
nation in its youth of some 8,00,- 
00 souls, and a grown up nation of 
some 90,000,010? Free trade will 
mean a dumping ground 
for the surplus stock of the U. S. 
factories, compelling our factories to 


close up, and by doing so shutting off, 


our own home markets, and compel- 


ling us to be atithe mercy of the 
trusts and combines of that country. 
Then the final outcome would be 
that, according to the reciprocity 
agreement, whenever the U.S. thought 
the time was fit to raise thoir duties, 
and this would be when oar indus- 
tries were crippled, they would put 
on the screw and we would pay the 
piper. No, sir, I would earnestly 
request, before this question is solved 
and voted on, let every. man_ think 
deeply then act, and do not forget 
the old fable of the Camel and the 
Tailor.. 

I must thank you for your ‘courtesy, 
‘dear sir, in allowing me to present 
my views; they may not be all cor- 
rect, but they are what I believe in.

If the Laurier party had 
made the ‘‘constant effort’’ of which 
Sir Wilfrid speaks, why did they 
not accept absolute free trade in all 
natural products?

| Elgin-Marcy treaty, there followed 


what is known as the National Pol- 
icy, developing trade between the 
various provinces of the Dominion, 
But all this time an offer lay open 
to the United States to renew some 
form of reciprocal arrangement. It 
was not until Sir John Macdonald's 
govt. went out of power that Sir 
Wilfr d Laurier, on assuming office, 
withdrew from the statlate book the 
offer of reciprocity with the United 
States. 

Did this show a ‘‘constant effort’’ 
to make with the States an arrange- 
ment for the free exchange of natural 
products? 

This action was taken by Sir Wil- 
frid’s government in 1897, and in 
May of the same year, speaking at 
the Colonial Conference, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier said: ‘‘There is no boundary 
line except a purely conventional one 
over the whole territory of 


as ours, and therefore we are induced 
to trade, and cannot help it, by force 
of nature, but so far as legislation 
can influence trade, we have done 


everything possible to push our trade]_ 


towards the British people and 
against the American people.” 
Does this show a ‘‘constant eéffort’”’ 


to establ.sh free trade with the 


United States in all natural pro-|: 
ducts? 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier might -have 


paid a higher tribute to the Cana- 
‘dian electorate than to presume that 
they are, and always have been, ab- 
solutely ignorant of current affairs. 
The first paragraph of his address is 
contrary to fact. Sir Wilfrid has, in 
the past, turned his back on Ameri- 
can trade more than any _ other 
statesman in Canada. His own deeds 
and his own-words prove this, and 
his sudden flirtation with Uncle Sam 
an only be regarded as the outcome 
of electoral -fears, and possibly a de- 
sire to draw a red herring across the 
trail of corruption which would 
otherwise have figured so largely at 
the next election.—Toronto World.

FACTS ABOUT OUR MARKETS. 


(From the Galt Reporter.) 

The old fable about the dog wi:h 
the piece of meat in his mouth, 
jumping into the: water after a shad- 
ow and in the end losing’ the good 
morsel he had at first, may be applied 
very aptly to “the country which has 
splendid markets at home, but  be- 
comes discontented, and although not 
half realizing its natural heritage, 
looks abroad for trade it knows not 
of. Such is the position in which 
some people would place Canada in 
her present relations with the United 
States. But the facts do not war- 
rant Canada lookiiag away from her 
home market. 

_The home market is taking eigh-y 
per cent. of the produce of the Cana- 
dian farms at good prices. 

The demand of this market is in- 
creasing, and it will contine to in- 
crease as the country grows. - 

It has the advantage of nearness, 
stahility, cheapness of transportation 
and quickness of returns. 

The Canadian farmer is familiar 
with its traditions and requirements. 

And yet, withal, the Canadian 
farmer is inclined to look beyond 
this market with longing eyes to the 
market of the United States, for- 
getting, perhaps, that the United 
States farmer is looking with just 
as longing cyes at the Canadian 
market, 

There are at least twelve farmers 
in the United States looking long- 
ingly at the Canadian market to one 
farmer in Canada. looking at the 
United States market. 

Let us remember that there are a: 
least twelve times as many farmers 
in the United States as there are in 


Canada, and so, while one Canadian |. 


farmer will get entrance into the 
market of the United States, twelvo 
American farmers will get entrance 
into our home markets. They have 
already succeeded in selling immense 
quantities of farm products ip Cana- 
da, in’spite of the duty. They have 
sold twice as much in Canada as 
Canadian farmers have sold in the 
United States. 

With reciprocity in farm products 
the twelve American ifarmers will 
crowd. the one Canadian farmer 
pretty closely in his own home mar- 
ket. 

The surplus production ‘of the Unit= 
ed States farmer would be liable at 
any time to demoralize the home 
market of the Canadian farmer. 

It will cost the American farmer 
no more to bring his farm products 
to Canadian cities and towns than 
it will cost the Canadian farmer 'to 
carry his to the United States. 

These American products are pretty 
well kept out now by the tariff wall. 
With this removed they will enter 
twelve to one. 

We must remember, too, that the 
Americans have the earlier season,

Dominion Government Compelled to Admit Conservatives Were 
Right ; ae 


(Edmonton Journal.) 

Hon.. Arthur L. Sifton, premier of 
this province, has the audacity to re- 
turn here with the most astounding 
charge of political front .that. the 
history of the Dominion has as yet 
ever recorded. He declares that: Sir 


Wilfrid Laurier is now in favor .of| does to Frank Oliver, -his minister of | ; 


giving the prairie provinces somo of 
their natural resources.. The Liberals 
in Alberta’ and Saskatchewan got 
into power on the direct ‘issue of giv- 
ing over the natural resources of the 
two provinces to the.Dominion gov- 
ernment and accepting bonuses in- 
stead. The Conservatives fought the 
issue tooth and nail.. They declared 
that the provinces would rue the 
‘arrangement. But the Liberals came 
into power and virtually gave the 
tnatural resources of the province over, 
to the Dominion government. Those 
who voted in favor of the arrange- 
ment have since sadly regretted the. 
day they accepted the miserable sum 
granted in lieu of their resources. 
As a matter of fact, Alberta practic- 


ally has been bankrupted through the 


deal. 

The real purpose of Premier Sifton 
going to England this summer was 
to raise money with which to finance 
Alberta. Through the kind assis- 
tance of his particular brand of rail- 
way friends he will return here to- 
morrow or Saturday with a guaran. 
tee of sufficient funds with which to 
carry on the affairs of the province 
and finance q railroad project ‘to the 
north which, under direction from 
certain quarters, he has promised ito 
lay before the legislature when it 
meets in November or perhaps earl- 
ier. . 

At Winnipeg, yesterday, Mr. Sifton 
declared in an interview that pro- 
vincial autonomy is to be given Al- 
berta. Nov a-word was heard of this. 
before Mr. Borden toured the wes; 
tern provinces and frankly declared 
that when the Conservatives be clect- 
ed to power at this election the 
prairie provinces will be given fullest 
auvonomy and full control of their 
natural resources, ; 

Mr. Sifton himself pooh-poohed the 
idea when it was incidentally intro- 
duced into the last session of tho 
legislature of Alberta. He did not 
take any interest in the idea until 
the majority of his own party in the 
legislature clearly showed him that 
he would be out-voted and have to 
stand re-election this fall if he did 
not provide railroad expansion to the 
north, and get for the province full 
control of its natural resources. He 
practically ignored the matter when 
it was pressed upon his attention in 
the legislature by Mr. Bramley- 
(Moore. It was not until a solid de- 
fection in his party at present well 
known about in provincial affairs, 
did he suggest through his silent ad. 
roitness that he would interest him- 
self in railroad extension and natur- 
al resources. : 

Absolutely nothing more was heard 
of the idea until, as has been explain- 
ed, Mr. Borden came west and told 
the people here that absolute con- 
trol of their own wealth is their 
right. When Frank Oliver was here 
at the time of the famous rowdy 
meeting at which he spoke with vig- 
orous language, he deprecated any 
intention of permitting this province 
to have control of her resources. 

But Mr. Sifton has just returned 
from collogueing with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier ; and what with Mr. Oliver's 
singular political and other defec- 
tions, and the notorious weaknesses 
of the machine‘made Liberal party 
in the Alberta ridings, and because 
of the obvious strong and favorable 
impression Mr. Borden created 
vhrough his frank and fearless declar- 
ations which showed him again to 
have been the wisest and most broad 
mineded statesman this northwest 
has yet seen; because of these pol- 
itical aspects the Liberal government 
at Ottawa, in connivance with the 
present premier of Alberta, declares, 
with tricky opportunism, that it 
will give a further measure of some 
sort of control of the natural re- 
sources. ; 

It sounds like the declarations to 
build the Hudson Bay railroad which 
Sir Wilfrjd Laurier and his followers 
have been making for the last fif- 
teen years. It proves that the Con- 
servatives were right when they 
fought the autonomy bill. It shows 
that for political favor the premier 
of this province is ready to upset 
the autonomy bill, and that without 
any consideration for the west, the 
premier of the Dominion is willing 
to connive with him in the jugglery. 
It proves that Mr. Borden has all 
along been right regarding the auton- 
omy given Alberta, for he also fought 
it with all his force and intellect. 

Yet Premier Sifton with brazen 
affrontery declares : 

“Now that it has been recognised 
_by Sir Wilfrid Laurier that the 
three prairie provinces are entitled 
to their natural resources, the same 
as the other provinces of the 
Dominion, wilh 'the single exception 
of land fairly fit for homestead 
purposes with out the expenditure 
of money, which land must be re 
tained for free homesteads in com- 
pliance with the immigration pol- 
icy of the Dominion. The only 
question of principle left unsettled, 
is how much, if-any, of the revenue 
now allowed toe province in lieu 
of lands, should be cut off, and this 
will be: discussed between the mem- 
bers of the Domjpion Cabinet and 
the provincial premiers, as soon as 
possible after the ministers return 
from their constituencies, and will 
doubtless be settled upon a fair 
basis. This settlemeot will give 
to the provinces of Manitoba, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan all mines, 
minerals, mineral lands and royal- 
ties, all lumber and timber lands 
and all lands requiring irrigation 


and-all water and water power cov- ; 


ered -by. the irrigation act."'

‘5. The maintenance of British 
Connection and the suuport of any 
movement which tends to make clos- 
er and more binding the relations be- 
tween Canada, Newfoundland, and 
the mother country. 

‘6. A- close supervision of all 
new settlers, and the encouragement 
of suitable white emigration from 
the British Isles, the United States, 
and Northern Europe. 

‘““7, A Federal marriage law rec- 
ognizing the validity of marriages 
performed by the qualified clergymen 
of every denomination, or other per- 
sons vested by the law with that 


power ; and the cnactmert of crim-| 


inal penalties against persons using 
their influence to separate: legally 
married couples by questioning the 
validity of marriages performed in 
accordance with the provisions of 
this law 

‘8. Government inspection of all 
religious, educational, and charitable 
institutions, and the inspection of 
the books of all institutions receiving 
aid from the public treasury.”’
